Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 9, 17, and 18 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references 
taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose using historical transmission 
information to reduce the number of hypotheses comprising the plurality of hypotheses within 
the set of hypotheses, wherein the number of hypotheses is reduced by limiting the 
combinations of available data rates and the number of subpackets based on the historical 
transmission information . The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious the above 
underline limitations as claimed.
